tive grain warehousemen would be 
asked to appear before the group 

No decision has been made regard- 
ing the start of public hearings by 
the committee. An appropriation of 
$50,000 has already been approved by 
the Senate for the investigation and 
counsel has been hired. 

It is understood that when formal 
hearings start, they will be aimed at 
the warehousemen who are asserted 
to have defaulted on their responsi- 
bilities to the government. However, 
when the committee sessions reach 
the constructive stage it is certain 
that the committee will ask an ap- 
pearance of the warehousemen. A

The FDA and the Grain 
Branch have a cooperative agreement 
which makes such action possible 

The action is a civil action. The 
responsible party, however, is still 
subject to criminal action if the facts

WASHINGTON In spite of the 
stepped-up tempo of pressure to de- 
control prices of and their 
end products, there is little disposi- 
tion at the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion to move on this matter 

This week found the immediately 
interested segments of trade and in- 
dustry appealing to OPS to relieve 
the feed industry, soybean processors, 
soybean producers and feed consum- 
ers of abnormal pressures which ex- 
ist under current ceiling conditions 
for soybean oil meal and the distor- 
tions which occur. 

Leading the fight to remove ceilings 
on beans, oi] and meal was Walter 
C. Berger, president of the American 
Feed Manufacturers Assn. He has 
presented to OPS a statement of 
prevailing conditions in the feed in- 
dustry and the distribution phases of 
soybean oil meal to show that the 
present .price order is working to 
the disadvantage of all persons con- 
cerned. (See AFMA statement on

Reluctant to Move 

The price agency, sitting tight on 
its present order, tacitly admits that 
current practices of selling mineral- 
ized soybean oil meal and custom 
grinding of beans are a distortion of 
industry operation, but it is reluct- 
ant to move 

Essentially, what provokes the OPS 
paralysis is the recognition that per- 
haps the present 
not legal. This was developed at an in- 
dustry committee meeting at the U.S 
Department of Agriculture between 
government officials and trade mem- 
bers when George Mehrens, OPS food 
price director, declared that it ap- 
peared to be the responsibility of the 
price agency to renew its orders each 
year. The current soybean order is 
predicated on legal minimum price 
ceilings based on prices which exist- 
ed in 1950. That ceiling order set the 
pattern for the ceiling prices for 
beans, soybean oil meal and oil. 

The crux of the matter is: Does 
this present price ceiling relationship 
between soy oil, meal and beans re- 
flect parity to the producer? Obvious- 
ly, with soy oil selling well below its 
price ceiling and meal, through legal 
devices, selling far above the price 
ceiling, the present soybean order 
does not reflect a reasonable market 
relationship. This is one of the tests 
of the legality of a price ceiling order 

It is doubted that any responsible 
official of the price agency would

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Feed Movies 


HAT do you think of feed industry movies? Do you think that they 
Wi. worth their cost and that they achieve their purpose? 

The question comes to mind as a result of two non-related incidents. 
The first was a letter received from an agricultural instructor in criticism 
of them. The second was the witnessing, at the convention of the Midwest 
Feed Manufacturers Assn., a showing of the recently completed picture on 
swine feeding produced by Feed Institute, Inc., and Iowa State College. 

The Iowa movie is excellent, particularly in its practical handling of 
the subject, and would seem to refute the criticism contained in the letter. 
We think the agricultural teacher has a good point insofar as many industry 
movies are concerned, however, and if his criticism reflects the reaction of 
many farm audiences it should be given careful consideration by any feed 
man producing or showing such pictures

HE critic is George M. Mizell, instructor in the G. I. on-the-farm train- 
7 ing program at Jarrettsville, Md. Here is what he writes: 

“Can you give me a source of some good movies on feeds and feeding? 

“In this county there are three classes of young farmers in the G. I 
on-the-farm training program. They all farm and feed livestock. About half 
the number in the classes, 60 men, have charge of dairy herds producing 
some 8,000 Ib. of milk with a feed bill of some $200 to $300 a month. Sev-

‘We would like to see a movie showing how a laboratory test for pro- 
tein and other nutrients—going into detail rather than just showing us a 
few shots of test tubes and other apparatus. Our men ask questions about 
amino acids, available proteins, the use of urea. They want to know why 
too much protein may give trouble in the animal. They want to know about 
the variability in the protein content of corn, and many other practical things. 

“If the farmer were not so tolerant he would tell many of the companies 
show their feed movies, ‘Mister, your movie stinks. I have fine 
buildings, good stock, good fences, green fields and modern machinery at 
home. I will use my own judgment as to which feed is the best.’ 

“What really would interest the farmer would be a picture that would 
show why a feed is the best, in the mouth or in the crop. Perhaps a test tube 
demonstration of changes taking place could be shown. 

‘Text books, too, are full of pictures of animals showing deficiencies 
in various elements. To many, such a picture is just of a cow lying down 
She looks sick. It would mean more if a picture could show us how and why 
and where such a deficiency occurred that the critter can’t stand up. 

“A few years ago I read in Feedstuffs where some $150,000 was appro- 
priated to make a movie. I hope it was a good one, and not just another 
movie of green fields, nice fences, good stock, etc., etc 

“Recently the government spent a lot of money to make a movie about 
s disease. Some of the picture was shot in my county and with my G. I. 

The result? Just another movie. Good color, good photography, good 
but the point of the story was overshadowed by green fields, fine 
buildings, nice looking stock and general scenery. 

“If you can tell me where we could get some good movies that will show 
us something about feeds and feeding it will be appreciated.”

ERSONALLY, we have seen but a very small percentage of the feed 
industry movies that have been produced. We remember some that 
we thought were thoroughly practical, and others that would cause us to 
agree with Mr. Mizell. We think that there is a tendency to make a Holly- 
wood production out of what should be an informative presentation.

FORMULA FEEDS: HOW’S BUSINESS? 








Formula feed business continued slow to only about steady this week, 
reflecting light feeder demand for most types of feeds. Price relationships 
between farmers’ products and feeds were unsatisfactory for many feeders, 
limiting demand. Manufacturers reported that sales continued slow or showed 
little or no improvement, and operations were cut back or held only about 
steady. Feeder and dealer resistance to buying accented the usual seasonal 
slackness in business. Although many types of feeds were in slow demand, 
there were reports of developing chick starter business. Some ingredient 
prices were easier, and the index of wholesale feedstuffs prices declined more 
than 2 points to 274 in the week ended Feb. 20. The feed grain index 
advanced about 1 point to 256.1. (Ingredient details on pages 62-65.)

Protein feeds continue to be ex- 
tremely scarce, but the supplies of 
meal concentrates are beginning to 
make their appearance in the open 
market. These are being well taken 
by mixers, at a higher level than 
the straight meals. Some other in- 


gredients, especially those with ceil- 
ings on, are likewise tight. 

Millfeeds are beginning to get more 
burdensome to this market, with pro- 
duction by flour mills remaining at 
fairly good level. Considerable back- 
logs of supplies are being built up in 
storage, according to reliable reports 
This section has been favored with 
very open weather for the last 10 
days, with practically no snow cov- 
ering the ground. 


Central States 


Formula feed business remained 
slow in the central states area this 
week, continuing a situation which 
has persisted for around a month 





Mixers could see no hope in the 
immediate future that things would 
improve. 

Most observers agreed that busi- 
ness was in a transition period. Prices 
for feeds and ingredients had worked 
themselves up out of reach of pro- 
ducers, who were caught in a squeeze 
by high feeding costs and low re- 
turns. The ratio for most livestock 
was unfavorable. Now, are in 
the process of working back down, 
and it remains to be seen how long 
it will take for favorable ratios to 
return. 

Mills quoted prices roughly $1 ton 
lower than the previous week, and 
these declines were added to 60¢ to 
$1 dips registered the previous period

Many ingredients, formerly in the 
hard-to-get class, now were press- 
ing for sale. The most notable of 
these were animal proteins, which 
saw lower prices and met a lagging 
demand. Oil meals, however, still were 
not available in any sizeable quant- 
ities, although the mad _ scramble 
seemed to be over, at least tempor- 


arily, if not permanently 

Mills reported virtually no 
backlogs, although still managing to 
operate five days in a week. How- 
ever, there was no overtime work re- 
quired for normal operation 

The lull in demand for feeds ap- 
peared to apply to all classes, al- 
though cattle rations were moving at 
a fair rate. Hog feeds were slow, as 
well as broiler rations. Big turkey 
feed producers were looking forward 
to a good season, which has made a 
perceptible start 


Southeast 


In spite of cutbacks in formula 
feed prices, consumer demand has 
slowed further throughout the South- 
east. Most manufacturers report prac- 
tically no backlog of orders. Feeders 
are now exerting strong resistance to 


order

prices, “making do” the available 
supplies of local grains and stored 
lorages. 

In the deep South, stands of 
grass in some areas are now in mid 
spring form. However, the current 
cold snap threatens destruction of 
many budded plants as well as 


grasses 

It is now estimated that there will 
be a good 10% reduction in the spring 
pig crop, and it is noted hogs are 
being killed at lighter weights. All 
of this makes for slower production 
of hog supplements and pig feeds 

Grazing on new pastures has given 
the dairyman a little better break on 
feed cost, but all reports indicate 
that it is still most difficult for milk 
producers make a profit 

Broiler supplies are not burdensome 
at the commercial marketing 
A steady demand for the continuing 
heavy production is causing broiler 
prices to remain at a firm level. Good 
management now enables a small 
profit to the grower which is some 
improvement over recent weeks. Egg 
settings and chick placements are still 
showing an upward trend 

Most plants are running not more 
than five days, and some are now 
reduced to four. A number of manu- 
facturers stated during the past week 
that their business is off even more 
than normal for this time of the year 

Ingredient inventories have quick] 
changed from a condition of anxiety 
to one of comfort. During the past 


areas 


week there have been a number of 
offerings of resale oil meals on the 
market. These were made by feed 


manufacturers who a month ago were 
desperately searching the market for 
additional proteins. The protein sup- 
ply situation has been relieved some- 
what through lack of demand, but 
actually only a few mill offerings 
have come into the market. 

Due to slackening of demand, the 
peanut oil meal market has fallen 
several dollars a ton from its high. On 
the other hand, cottonseed! oil meal 
has maintained its strong position of 
ceiling mill prices plus mark ups, be- 
cause there is just not enough avail- 
able to more than meet the lighter 
demand

CHICAGO—A three-year research 
program designed to expand the 
knowledge and use of brewers’ yeast 
was launched by the Brewers Yeast 
Council, Inc., at a recent meeting 
held at the Drake Hotel in Chicago 
The newly appointed research advis- 
ory board composed of eminent nu- 
tritionists and technologists from the 
feed and food industries, universi- 
ties, government laboratories and in- 
dustrial research institutions met 
with the directors and officers of the 
council and other leading members of 
the brewing industry to outline de- 
tails of the program 

J. S. McCourtney, president of the 
council, stated that the ultimate aim 
of this research program is to bring 
about the full utilization of all sur- 
plus brewers’ yeast and to contribute 
further to the knowledge of human 
and animal nutrition. The brewing 
industry can make available approxi- 
mately 40 million pounds of this by- 
product at current levels of beer pro- 





duction. Only somewhat more than 
half of this amount is utilized at 
present 

The research advisory board will 


guide and coordinate the research 
projects to be sponsored by the coun- 
cil, assist in the interpretation of the 
results obtained and advise on their 
translation into practical application 

All types of brewers’ yeast and 
brewers’ yeast derivatives will be 
covered by the research program, to- 
gether with their applications in the 
feed, food and pharmaceutical] indus- 
tries, according to Miss Elsie Sin- 
gruen, technical director of the coun- 
cil. Fundamental research on the 
composition, properties and uses of 
brewers’ yeast and its derivatives 





will be supplemented with nutrition 
studies, including animal feeding 
tests, technolog nvestigations and 
the development of new products 
from and more uses for brewers’ 
yeast. Emphasis will be placed on a 
continuous study of hitherto unknown 
values of brewers’ yeast in human 
and animal nutrition and its proper 
incorporation in foods and feeds, Miss 
Singruen reported 

Among the projects to be given 
special consideration are: the identi 
fication of new factors recently dis- 
covered in brewers’ yeast ts anti- 


oxidant properties and their effect on 


the stability of various food prod 
ucts; identification of the constitu 
ents responsible for the increased 
food or feed utilization when brew 
ers yeast is incorporated in the diet 
or in animal! rations 

Other investigations will be con 
cerned with the improvement of the 
nutritive value and/or physical prop 
erties of baby food baked goods 
candy and a variety of other food 
products by the addition of brewers 
yeast; and its uses in dieta thera 
Py, geriatrics and in special diets 

Additional projects will deal with 
the use of brewers’ yeast in poultry

The first shipments of damp Cana- 
dian grain to Duluth for drying and 
storage were expected to arrive at the 
Great Lakes port early this week 

A group of seven members of the 
Canadian grain inspection staff went 


Most of the grain moving to Duluth 
will receive its primary inspection 
at Winnipeg and the balance at Cal- 
gary, according to officials of the 
Canadian Board of Grain Commis- 
sioners. 

It was expected that the move- 
ment of damp grain to Duluth-Su- 
perior would involve from 7 to 10 
million bushels. The movement and 
drying operations will take about two 
months, it was understood. 

After being dried, the western Ca- 
nadian grain will be stored at the 
Head of the Lakes awaiting the open- 


at Duluth-Superior, it is expected 
that some grain will be dried at the 
Co-op Vegetable Oils plant, Altona, 
Manitoba, where drying equipment is 
located for use in processing sun-

some cases mills that were out of 
business had feed manufactured for 
them by other Kansas City units un- 
til they could get their own plants 
back in operation. Thus, the effect 
of the flood on production was mini- 
mized. 

The gain in business at Kansas 
City again exceeded the average for 
the nation as a whole. While com- 
plete figures are not available, rec- 
ords of larger mills indicate that 
feed production increased 13% over 
the previous year and set a new 
high record nationally also 

All types of feed business were 
larger in 1951 than in the previous 
year in the Kansas City area, but 
there was a particularly large cat- 
tle feed, turkey and hog feed busi- 
ness. Broiler feed sales were larger, 
too, for those firms which participate 
in that type of trade. Most of the 
mills had a better egg mash busi- 
ness than in the previous year also.

The purpose of deducting deprecia- 
tion is to make sure your customers 
pay back to you the money you paid 
out for the business property, equip- 
ment and trucks used in serving 
them. This deduction is apportioned 
annually over the life of the depre- 
ciable assets to allocate the expense 
equitably. You charge profits and 
credit a reserve for depreciation so 
that your books reflect decreasing 





EDITOR’S NOTE: In connection 
with his accounting work, the author 
of the accompanying article finds 
that many feed retailers are far off 
on depreciation and are losing con- 
siderable money in short-pricing and 
in tax expense because of improper 
handling of wear, tear and obsoles- 
cence.

Among the dealers we have met 
in our accounting work are some who 
wrote off old equipment and retained 
it indefinitely because they didn’t like 
the idea of buying new equipment 
and increasing their costs because of 
the depreciation rates that would 
have to be re-entered under over- 
head expense. The fallacy in this 
reasoning is that repair bills on old 
equipment increase, sometimes more 
than the depreciation charge on new 
replacements. Cost studies covering 
comparative profits before and after 
modernization show that profits in- 
crease despite the depreciation added 
to cost by the new equipment and 
the interest on capital invested

OU have often heard it 
that when it comes to advertis- 
ing, the average dealer is bet- 


ter off to use small space consistent- 
ly than to take large size space only 
occasionally. The theory is that by 
taking small space consistently you 
keep your name and products before 
the people all the time, and thus 
make a greater impression through- 
out the year, and get more for your 
advertising dollars 

Is there an exception to this rule? 

I have always felt that there was 
It is a good idea to advertise con- 
sistently, and if a dealer must use 
small space to make his budget last, 
then that’s the type of space to use 
But let us not forget that the major- 
ity of feed dealers have a very low 
advertising budget. So many of them 
spend less than 1%, whereas they 
can safely spend well over that 
amount. Some feed dealers handling 
farm appliances are up to 2 and 3% 
on the advertising budget 

So let us remember that the feed 
dealer's budget is low in relation to 
those of other merchants, and that 
ads need not always be so small as 
one might think. Don't make ads too 
small. Get them large for occasional 
illustrations. 

I know a small-town Iowa mer- 
chant who has a different theory on 
newspaper advertising. He doesn't 
sell feed, but he does sell seeds, fer- 
tilizer, water systems and other goods 
which the farmer buys. And he tells 
me that he is a double spread man 
By this he means a double spread ad 
in his town’s weekly newspaper. 

He says he has four sales per year 
and for each sale he buys a double 
page advertisement in the newspaper. 

“Usually this gives me the largest 
ad in the paper, the most command-

I have been in feed dealer offices 
and seen expensive calendars and di- 
rect mail gathering dust, material 
which was overbought and costing 
more than $250, and the fact didn't 
bother the dealers too much. It was 
just one of those mistakes a man 
makes once in a while one dealer told 
me philosophically. I got to thinking 
in one instance how many full page 
weekly hewspaper ads that $250 
would pay for 

Feed dealers in general have been 
warned so often about the folly of 
“big, one-shot” advertising, that so 
many of them have gone to the other 
extreme. They do not, as a rule use 
any large size advertising, sticking 
to the consistent small ad program 
display and classified 

Now small size advertising is all 
right, and has its place, but the full 
and double spread advertisement has 
its place, too, perhaps more so than 
the average dealer realizes. In the 
recent years in travels through seven 
Midwest states, I have seen many 
feed establishments which could af- 
ford double page spreads for their 
big sales events 


Photos Effective 

Some feed mills in particular could 
be advertised by six to eight photos 
of the exterior and interior, showing 
store, grinding and mixing and ware- 
housing facilities, and such a layout 
would be wonderful for a double page 
spread. It would be an ad which 
could be posted plenty of places in 
the mill. Copy would detail products 
handled, services offered, etc 

How about the annual anniversary 
sale, the spring sale, the fall sale? 
If the dealer expects to compete with 
other merchants, he can well consider 
a full or a double page advertise- 
ment to make his products stand out 
and get their share of attention 

The occasional page or double page 
advertisement has its place in many 
feed firms’ advertising program. It 
can be integrated with the annual 
merchandising program to boost vol- 
ume and profit. It can be an adver- 
tising punch in the heavyweight, not 
the lightweight division 

Feed dealers have a big story to 
tell to farmers today, and that story 
cannot be told continually in small 
size advertisements Sometimes a4 
page or double page spread is required 
to present the story fully

One example is his new two-ton de- 
livery truck. Roley planned the dec- 
orating of the truck himself along the 
lines of the trademark of the formu- 
la feed handled. Some friends thought 
it was a crazy idea, but changed their 
minds after the truck had been on 
the roads of Carlton County a few 
days. Besides getting a good amount 
of word-of-mouth publicity, the truck 
was mentioned in the columns of the 
two newspapers in the area, and on 
the radio. The truck has now become 
an effective trademark of the Roley 
firm. 

This willingness to look into new 
things also paid off in the case of 
vermiculite poultry litter. Mr. Roley 
knew that the farmers were having 
trouble with damp, contaminated lit- 
ter, which is a major cause of com- 
mon poultry diseases such as coccidi- 
osis, Mr. Roley reasoned that the 
high absorbency and drying power 
of vermiculite would interest poultry 
raisers and started to promote this 
new litter. He advertised heavily in 
the three weekly newspapers in the 
area and sent out pamphlets with 
seed price lists. When he called on 
farmers he demonstrated the mate- 
rial’s absorbency and fireproof quali- 
ties, important where brooder stoves 
present a fire hazard. 

In this campaign, which Mr. Roley 
carried out in addition to his usual 
spring-time promotion of feeds, seeds 
and grains, he sold a full carload of 
vermiculite litter. It added consid- 
erable profit to the normal income of 
that time of year. In addition, many 
users of the litter became regular 
customers of the firm.

Terms in Selling Feed; Use Simple Terms and 
Put Your Sales Emphasis on Feeding Results

UPPOSE your best friend called 
~ on you and asked you whether

“Long hair stuff,” as the average 
person looks at it, is dry subject mat-

persons. What they discuss may be 
very interesting to the persons con- 
cerned, and it may be very vital to 
some phase of the world’s progress, 
but it will have little appeal to the 
masses. And it is the masses who 
work, have the money to buy and 
do buy regularly. Long hair stuff is 
all right in its place, but very sel- 
dom is its place in modern day mer- 
chandising. 

Now sit back and absorb the next 
statement: There is the danger of 
using long hair stuff in retail feed 
business. And if the feed dealer uses 
too much of this type of language it 
may only confuse the farmer and may 
dampen the impulse to buy. 

Every feed manufacturer and many 
dealers know the meaning of such 
terms as antibiotics, carotene, choline, 
pantothenic acid and cobalt. On the 
other hand, there are still some feed 
dealers who do not know what they 
mean. 

Thus, the feed salesman who is try-

If the feed salesman says that his 
feeds contain the new “growth in- 
gredients—the antibiotics,” the deal- 
er knows what he means. 


Selling the Farmer 

Let us now proceed to the average 
farmer who buys the feed from the 
feed dealer. What is his reaction if 
the feed dealer, proud of his new 
knowledge, tells him that this feed 
contains aureomycin, streptomycin, 
terramycin and bacitracin, B vita- 
mins, trace minerals and other ingre- 
dients, and therefore is the latest and 
best in feeds? 

The farmer might say, “So what?” 

which means in the final analysis, 
“Bone me up on this, pal, I've never 
studied Arabian.” 

The purpose of all sales words 
which a feed dealer uses is to sell 
more feed. Those words cannot help 
him sell feed unless the farmer un- 
derstands them, unless they come 
within the range of his knowledge 
Therefore, simple words are needed 
Keep your words simple, informative 
and to the point. That is the best | 
sales advice which any sales manager 
can give to his salesmen unless they 
are selling a “hoity toity” product 
which calls for a lot of haughty poses 
and phrases to impress people. 

The alert dealer on the other hand 
can tell his average farmer prospect 
that this or that feed has the new

which are making such wonderful 
records in stimulating animal growth 
This is the sort of language which 
the farmer can understand. Give him 
this sort of plain, simple language 
and he will listen and absorb what 
you say. And he will begin to ask 
questions to complete his knowledge 
of the subject under discussion. 

I often think of the famous Con- 
federate general who was asked about 
the best military tactics to use in 
fighting a certain campaign which 
presented some tough geographical 
problems. Instead of going into tech- 
nical military explanations, he said 
simply, “Get there fustest with the 
mostest,” and no one has ever come 
up with a better answer than that to 
practically all military problems. 


Talk About Results 


So it is in selling feeds. Remem- 
ber, what the farmer wants to hear 
is, “This is a low cost feed which will 
make animals and poultry grow fast, 
produce top results and earn you a 
good profit.” This is feed lot talk that 
cannot be misunderstood. Say it this 
way first, and then, if you wish, ex- 
plain the “long hair’ names of in- 
gredients which are so valuable and 
without which the feed would be in- 
ferior. 

If you want to sell me something, 
you must use language which the 
customer understands and is within 
the range of my experience. The more 
of your sales presentation he under- 
stands, the better chance you have of 
making him feel that he needs your 
product. 

The names ofthe vitamins and the 
minerals and their functions are still 
mysteries to many people, including 
feed customers, when these elements 
are taken one by one and not related 
to the entire product. But as these 
words are used, it may be that within 
10 to 20 years most farmers and the 
public will understand pretty well the 
meaning of the terms. 

Until that time, they and other 
phrases which the feed dealer may 
be tempted to use a great deal in the 
selling of feeds will be known by the 
farmer as “long hair’’ phrases. They 
will not contribute as much to actual 
selling as the more simple and direct 
terms 

I have often heard county agents, 
agriculture high school teachers and 
speakers at feed dealer clinics speak 
in a language which I am sure the 
average farmer listener did not com- 
pletely understand. These men, ad- 
mirable and eager to give the farm- 
ers a message, forgot that the listen- 
ers did not possess the familiarity 
with the terms he used that he did 
Thus many of them characterized 
the speakers as “long hair” tribes- 
men 

Until these technical terms are bet- 
ter understood by the public, they 
should be relegated to second place 
in the sales talk if the dealer wishes 
to make maximum sales. Use them in 
their proper place so that the buying 
public gradually becomes familiar

It is evident, therefore, 
that for the first growing period of 
4 lb., the 24% protein mashes did 
not provide sufficient protein for fast- 
est gain, while in the second growing 
period of 6 lb., all the mashes con- 
tained all nutrients which the poult 
needed to grow as fast as its phy- 
siological and genetic limits would 
allow. Note, however, that while the 
rate of gain is constant there re- 
mains a distinct difference in the 
efficiencies of these mashes, the 27-4 
being the most efficient of the series 
under test in the second period.

Since the time required to make 
a certain gain is constant in the lat- 
ter period, the maintenance require- 
ments are also practically constant 
and the differences in feed efficiencies 
are due to the different values of 
the mashes for promoting growth. 

Such results as these imply a re- 
markable feed intake regulation by 
turkeys. Apparently, they eat just 
sufficient feed to meet the demands 
of their metabolism and growth pat- 
tern. They eat less of the more ef- 
ficient mashes.

clusive, the groups were split up, 
some being kept on the mash only 
and some being given wheat grain 
in addition to the mash. Groups on 
mashes 24-6 were changed to a grow- 
er mash of conventional 20% pro- 
tein content and the same fiber con- 
tent. Toms and hens were reared 
separately. 
Hens Eat More Grain 

Grain intake during this period 
under full access to grain was as 
given in Table 5. This table brings 
out some further facts that perhaps 
are not new but are here shown 
plainly. On any mash, hens ate more 
grain than did the toms when grain 
intake is computed as a per cent 
of total feed eaten. The tom, who is 
still rapidly growing at a time when 
the hen is slowing down, seems to 
prefer the mash, since mash con- 
tains more of the nutrients needed 
for growth. 

With the higher protein mashes 
both sexes selected grain in increas- 
ing amounts up to 27% protein mash. 


This fact may indicate that the 27%

While much detailed data was ob- 
tained in this period, the remainder 
of it will not be presented here ex- 
cept for two further observations. 
Birds which ate mash only, as com- 
pared to those fed the same mash 
and grain, showed remarkably simi- 
lar gains and feed conversions. It 
appeared that the gains and feed 
conversions were related to the qual- 
ity of mash eaten and were almost 
independent of whether or not grain 
was also eaten. This was true for 
both sexes. The explanation of this 
fact is still not clear. Since all the 
growth nutrients are provided and 
properly proportioned in the mash it 
may be that composition of mash 
remains the primary factor control- 
ling growth at any age. The grain 
serves to meet the extra energy 
and maintenance requirements of old- 
er turkeys. Mash is as good a source 
of energy as is grain and is a sub- 
stitute for grain when the latter is 
not available. Of course, the econ- 
omy of the gains is much better when 
grain is eaten. The example in Table 
6 is given as an illustration of these 
statements 

Here it will be noted that the 
weight gains are unrelated to mash 
or to grain feeding. The feed con-

affected by grain feeding. However, 
the feed conversions are distinctly 
different between the two mashes, 
the 24-4 being more efficient. 

The second observation to be com- 
mented is the fact that, as late as 
24 weeks, the birds which got off 
to the most rapid start were still 
ahead in time by about the same 
lead as originally established. If time 
is no object in raising turkeys, or if 
they are to be held 30 weeks or long- 
er, there is less advantage in using 
the fast starters. Any mash which 
will keep the birds reasonably 
healthy and growing will suffice, be- 
cause all the birds will in time reach 
the final size determined by genetic 
factors. However, in modern turkey 
rearing, especially in view of the 
tendency to market turkeys before 
mature weight and the most ex- 
pensive growing period is reached, 
time is very important. The time 
saved represents a saving in labor 
and other overhead expense, a saving 
in feed that would have been used 
solely for maintenance and a reduc- 
tion in mortality risks. 


Second Trial Conducted 

A second protein requirement trial 
was started early in 1949, using B. B. 
Bronze poults of each sex. For con- 
venience in reading the tables, the 
mashes will be designated as before, 
but are not of the same formulation. 
They contained at least 11% of prod- 
ucts of animal origin and were 
checked as before for all known nu- 
trients of practical concern. Table 7 


gives the time required to attain 
various weights. 
Mash 28-4 was clearly the best 


for speed of growth of toms, while 
the 30-4 was best for hens at the 
start. There was a spread of nearly 
one week between the fastest and 
slowest mashes in time to the weight 
of 6 Ib. This spread had been estab- 
lished as early as the 3-lb. stage. 
While some of these groups on 
each mash were given access to 
wheat grain at 3, 8 and 12 weeks of 





















age, the amount of grain consumed 
in the early growth periods was 
negligible. For this reason the re- 
sults with the four groups on each 
mash have been averaged regardless 
of separate grain feeding. The cumu- 


lative feed conversion to the same 
weights is given in Table 8. This 
table shows that the 28-4 and 26-4 


rations were most efficient for toms 
and that the 24-4 ration was ap- 
proaching them in efficiency in the 
later stages. For hens the 30-4 was 
most efficient to about 4 lb., and 
thereafter was surpassed by the 28-4 
and 26-4 mashes. In this and other 
experiments we have run, it has ap- 
peared that females require more 
protein than the males for most rapid 
and efficient growth. 

For the growing period 12 to 26 
weeks, these turkeys, as in the 1948 
trials, began to eat considerable 
amounts of grain. As before, the 
amount of grain eaten was higher 
with higher mash protein levels, rang- 
ing from 31 to 39% of total feed 
with toms and 38 to 43% with hens 
Because these birds were finished out 
in mid-summer, they tended to eat 
less grain than fall-finished birds 
One group on each mash was finished 
out with the mash only. As in the 
previous experiment, it seemed to 
make no appreciable difference in 
gain and feed efficiency whether or 
not the birds had access to grain. 
Final total grain consumption also

bore no relation to the starting time 
of grain feeding at 3, 8 and 12 weeks 
of age. Even as late as 26 weeks, the 
spread in time between the fastest 
and slowest groups remained approxi- 
mately one week. The average feed 
efficiencies in relation to mash com- 
position for the period 12 to 26 weeks 
were shown in Table 9. 

This shows once more how the in- 
fluence of mash protein and fiber level 
on feed conversion is felt even in 
the later growing period when the 
birds are putting on weight at a 
nearly constant rate and consum- 
ing a fairly large proportion of their 
diet in the form of grain. 


28% Mash Best 

As a most practical application 
of these findings in 1948 and 1949, it 
was concluded that a 28% protein 
starter mash for flocks of mixed sexes 
should be fed for approximately the 
first 7 to 8 weeks, if most rapid, 
efficient and economical results were 
desired. 

We observed also that the mor- 
tality rate decreased as the protein 
level increased. This is consistent 
with modern knowledge that sub- 
stances within the body that fight 
disease are themselves proteins, and 
their ease of formation is dependent 
to an important degree on the plane 
of protein intake. 

Table 10, like a preceding table, 
shows that the differences in time 
for growing to a stated weight are 
established within the first 4 Ib. of 
weight. After this stage, the time 
required to put on more weight be- 
comes remarkably constant, irrespec- 
tive of the composition of the mash. 
This may be taken as evidence that 


_ these mashes were complete in all 


nutrients required for growth, ex- 
cept for level of protein during the 
first stages of growth. Actually, the 
constancy of the time interval for 
growth is nearly established after 
the first 2 lb. weight has been 
reached. 

In a third experiment, also set up 
in 1949, the proper time intervals for 
feeding a 28% protein starter were

given some study. Five groups of 
each sex, B. B. Bronze poults, were 
started on 28% protein starter. The 
rations employed from this time on 
contained an added supplement of 
animal protein factors in addition to 
the liberal levels of natural feed- 
stuff sources of these factors. All 
groups were given wheat grain free 
choice. At six, seven and eight weeks 
of age certain groups were given 
24 and 20% mashes. Results are giv- 
en in Table 11. 

With both males and females the 
shift from 28 down to 20% protein 
at six weeks was detrimental to gain 
and feed conversion. The effect was 
relatively more severe with females. 

Males were changed to 24% at 
six weeks with no disadvantage. Fe- 
males changed to 24% at this time 
were depressed in growth, but not as 
severely as when changed to 20% 
protein. However, when the hens 
were changed to 24% protein at seven 
weeks age there was no apparent 
depression of growth. Males and fe- 
males changed to 20% protein too

’ WASHINGTON—World corn pro- 
duction in 1951-52 is estimated at

| corn crop 

The distribution of the current .crop 
differs markedly from.that of a year 
ago. The most outstanding change 
is in the estimate for Europe, which 
} is at the prewar level in contrast with 
the 1950 crop, estimated about 200 
million bushels below the 1935-39 av- 
erage. With a normal outturn on the 
continent, especially in the Balkan 
countries, where drouth sharply re- 
duced harvest last year, the feed sit- 
uation will be somewhat easier for 
the current season. Some increase in 
crops of small grains will also con- 
tribute to the improved feed situation. 
A decline in the over-all import re- 
quirement for corn, therefore, seems 
indicated this season. 

Argentina, the traditionally rank- 
ing exporter, will again have only 
limited quantities for export unless 
the outlook for the growing crop 
there improves materially. The crop 
in the U.S. was about 115 million 
bushels smaller than in 1950. 

The corn crop in Europe is still 
placed at 690 million bushels, com- 
pared with 495 million in 1950. Indi- 
cations point to little change from 
the 1950 corn harvest in the Soviet 
Union. This would mean a below-av- 
erage crop 

The outturn in Asia is now placed 
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at 665 million bushels, compared with 
585 million in 1950 and the 1935-39 
average of 610 million bushels. In 
Africa the estimated production of 
285 million bushels of corn is slight- 
ly above the 1950 crop and about 
10% larger than the prewar average 

Below-average prospects for the 
South American corn harvest begin- 
ning early in 1952 are mainly at- 
tributed to the unfavorable outlook 
in Argentina. The present outlook is 
for a crop of about 150 million bush- 
els, or half the prewar average 
Though somewhat above the very 
small crops of the past two seasons 
this would provide only moderate 
quantities for export. Present stocks 
are low and only a negligible quan- 
tity is expected to be carried over 
into the new crop year, beginning 
April 1. Exports for the 1949-51 cal- 
endar years averaged about 30 mil- 
lion bushels. This contrasts with pre- 
war exports as high as 390 million 
bushels. Present acreage is only 
about half the prewar area.

Midwest Feed Manufacturers 
Call for Feed Price Decontrol 


KANSAS CITY 
trol of all food and feed prices was 
voiced by the Midwest Feed Manu- 
facturers Assn. at the closing session 
of the annual meeting of the organ- 
ization at the Hotel President here 
Feb. 15. 

The convention adopted a resolu- 
tion which said that the present 
Office of Price Stabilization regula- 
tions were disrupting the distribu- 
tion of feed ingredients and putting 
an unnecessary burden on the feed 
manufacturer and the feeder. The 
resolution was sent to appropriate 
government and congressional au- 
thorities, including the recently 
formed OPS committee on decontrol 

More than 600 feed men registered 
for the Kansas City convention, the 
first sessions of which were reported 
in Feedstuffs of Feb. 16. 

Speakers at the final session in- 
cluded O. Burr Ross, research direc- 
tor for Gooch Feed Mills, Salina, 
Kansas, who discussed cattle feeding; 
Madison Clement, manager of the 
Clement Grain Co., Waco, Texas, and 
Philip J. Erbacher, tax attorney and 
lecturer on taxation at the University 
of Kansas City. 

While research has made 
progress in learning about the nutri- 
tional functioning of single stom- 
ached animals like the pig and the 
chicken, there has been very little 
advancement in the knowledge of feed 
utilization by ruminants, particularly 
beef cattle and sheep, Dr. Ross said 
at the outset of his talk. There is 
need for more study of rumen nutri- 
tion, he said, pointing out that only 
5% of current research work is in 
that interesting and complicated cav- 
ern where there are bacteria counts 
of 25 million to 100 million per gram. 

When rumen bacteria count is 
low, Dr. Ross said, the animal often 
is unthrifty. Bacteria apparently 
need: Ammonia, energy source, min- 
erals and vitamins, he said. How com- 
plex the problem of rumen nutrition 
is, Dr. Ross said, is indicated by the 
fact that improvement is obtained 
with added alfalfa ash and molasses 
even when already feeding a complex 
mineral mixture. He said he is in- 
clined to believe it is the balance 
between minerals that is the impor- 
tant factor.

light of present knowledge. But he 
added that recent experimental work 
with an artificial rumen by Dr. Bur- 
roughs at Ohio State, currently be- 
ing continued at Iowa State, sug- 
ests that the rumen does function 
more efficiently with some feeds than 
others. He named in order of effec- 
tiveness: Distillers’ solubles, soybean 
oil meal, linseed oil meal, wheat bran 
and cottonseed oil meal. Some other 
products such as fish meal, liver 
meal, oats, etc., had much lower rat- 
ings than the feeds first mentioned. 
He also cited some Oklahoma work 
which indicated that soybean oil meal 
was superior to cottonseed meal for 
range cattle

On the other hand 
a 40% protein showed up better in 
Oklahoma experiments. The discrep- 
ancy probably is due to differences 
in the balance of the total feed con- 
sumption in each case, he suggested. 

We are now at the top of the hill 
as far as cattle and sheep nutrition 
knowledge is concerned, Dr. Ross de- 
clared and from now on it should be 
a downhill haul. Ruminants cannot 
compete with single stomached ani- 
mals for efficiency of grain utiliza- 
tion and must be raised on cheap 
feed, he added, and therefore, we 
must learn how to get the most out 
of roughages in feeding cattle and 
sheep.

NE of the interesting develop- 
ments in the hog industry dur- 
ing the past five years has been 


the growth of pig “hatcheries’’ where 
certain farmers raise brooder pigs 
under ideal conditions and then sell 
them to other farmers at about 9 to 
12 weeks for prices up to $20 a pig 

The professional pig brooders, who 


often are farmers specializing in this 
work, have a demand for their pigs 
because of the fact that the average 
farmer who wants to raise a few 
hogs does not give his own pig brood- 
ing program enough thought and 
supervision.

derwriters. 

In fact, if the feed dealer can get a 
set of these specifications and place 
them on display near his hog feed in 
the store, then farmers can read 
them and be forewarned. Or, the 
dealer can mimeograph the instruc- 
tions and send them to farmers in 
the area. If the feed dealer sells pig 
brooding equipment he can urge the 
farmer to buy it from him, rather 
than go to the trouble of making his 
own 

Farmers Warned 

For example, the Iowa State Col- 
lege authorities have recently warned 
Iowa farmers that fire insurance pro- 
visions may not hold unless the speci- 
fications are met on pig brooding in- 
stallations. The college lists some of 
the things farmers should check to 
keep their fire insurance protection in 
force. 

Circuits serving electrical brooder 
equipment must be permanently in- 
stalled, and can't be used for lighting 
or for other purposes. Non-metallic, 
sheathed and acid-resistant cable, no 
smaller than No. 12 must be used and 
each circuit protected by 15 ampere 
fuses. Maximum load on any circuit 
is 1,500 watts 

The new standards apply, says the 
college, for both the use of heat 
lamps and hover brooders. The hover 
brooder opening must be covered with 
wire mesh or hardware cloth with 
openings not larger than % in. to 
protect the lamp from bedding and 
pigs. A metallic reflector of sufficient 
depth to suspend a 150 watt lamp 
above the hardware cloth is necessary. 
Any size lamp up to 150 watts may 
be used. 

The top of the hover must be at 
least 12 in. above the floor. A 2-in. 
wood barrier of pen height must be

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used to protect the brooder from the 
sow. 

Farmers using heat lamps should 
pay close attention to the protection 
provided the heat lamp and electrical 
cori. Each lamp must be protected 
from moisture and injury by a metal 
reflector, large enough to avoid con- 
tact with the lamp. The lamp must 
be supported by a porcelain recep- 
tacle of the keyless or switchless 
type. The brooder unit must be sus- 
pended by a wire, chain or bracket 
and not by the electrical cord. 

The current-conducting cord must 
be heavy-duty, rubber covered type 
no smaller than No. 18 and no longer 
than 8 ft. The bottom of the lamp 
must be at least 30 in. above the 
bedding on the floor, out of reach of 
the sow 

Heat lamps may be suspended in 
corners of pens behind a panel, in the 
center of the pens or in a creep, or 
hung above pig runs if farrowing 
stalls are used. The 30-in. minimum 
height above the bedding applies in 
all these cases. 

The farmer who suffers a loss from 
fire in a pig brooder accident and 
who cannot collect insurance be- 
cause of faulty installation may rue- 
fully wonder why he didn’t take more 
precautions. The feed dealer can be 
of value to his customers by finding 
out what the fire insurance precau- 
tions are in his state and seeing that 
his customers are made aware of 
them. 

Loss of pigs in a fire may so sour 
a farmer on the pig raising idea that 
he will shy away from this project 
for a long time. On the other hand, 
with the market for pigs being 
strong at the moment, the wise feed

Alfalfa Receipts 
Sharply Smaller 
at Kansas City 


Receipts of baled alfalfa at the 
Kansas City market were sharply 
smaller during a recent period, ac- 
cording to the Production and Mar- 
keting Administration market news 
service. 

Arrivals during the week ended 
Feb. 18 were only 11 cars, compared 
with 39 cars during the previous pe- 
riod. 

Quotations were steady on good, 
green offerings. Demand was slow for

lower qualities, with no demand for 
milling kinds. 

Posted sales were one car at $35, 
one at $33 and one at $25. Nominal 
quotations by grade were unchanged 

Trading in baled alfalfa in the 
Platte Valley of Nebraska continued 
slow last week with supplies nearly 
depleted. Alfalfa milling interests 
continued to be about the only out- 
let, and were buying alfalfa at $10 
ton cheaper than they did two weeks 
earlier. Fifty-eight cars of alfalfa 
meal were reported shipped from 
principal loading stations, the bulk of 
it moving into scattered points in 
Iowa, Indiana, Illinois, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin. Some dehydrated meal 
has been moving into the Platte Val- 
ley from points in Arizona and Cali- 
fornia for mixing and blending in 
transit. The quarter-inch sun-cured 
meal has been just about impossible 
to sell recently; good quality fine 
ground meal was selling last week 
at about $50@55 
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Trading in alfalfa remained narrow 
last week in the Larned, Kansas 
area, with a slackening and less ac- 
tive demand. Warm weather has 
brought an increased use of wheat 
pasturage. The trade, however, con- 
tinued to absorb the limited offerings 
of alfalfa released by growers. Sur- 
plus supplies are few and small in 
volume. An open winter season prob- 
ably averted a critical feed situation 
There was little noticeable change 
in baled alfalfa quotations last week, 





but the better quality offerings were 
scarce. The bulk of sales were of 
medium grades at about $25@30 ton
